But if the French thought of him 
more than they thought of the others, 
it can be said that he was unusually 
thoughtful of them. Alone he went 
to call on the mother of Captain Nun- 
gesser to offer what consolation he 
could; alone of the six he visited the 
hospital where M. Jusserand, former 
Fretich ambassador to the United 
States, lay ill. In the commander’s 
words, this was an act of courtesy to 
“a man who had devoted his: life for 
n better understanding between the 
two republics.” 
Byrd Speaks. 

Tonight it was the gracious flying 
officer and gentleman from Virginia 
who spoke for all the trans-Atlantic 
fliers at *the banquet. 

Commander Byrd also called on 
Marshal Foch, who showed remark- 
ably keen interest in hearing about 
the America’s flicht. 

“It was one uf the greatest feats 
in history,” he said.

They 
were driven to the place Des Etats 
Unis, where hundreds of their coun- 
trymen and thousands of French had 
gathered about the statue of Alan 
Seeger for the first of many cere- 
monies by which Paris observed the 
Fourth of July. 

Under the shade of the aged trees 
scores of flags were flying—the tri- 
color, the Stars and Stripes, banners 
of the American Legion and various 
French regiments and ex-soldier or- 
ganizations. Carefully protected from 
the crowd and holding places near the 
center of the ceremonies was a group 
of men mutilated in the war; some of 
them did not have eyes with which to 
see the commander of the America. 


The Speakers 


The speakers included the American 
charge d'affaires, Sheldon White- 
house; M. Delsol, president of the 
municipal council, vice-president of 
the society of former combattants; J. 
M. Thomas, commander of the France 
departmeut of the American Legion, 
and representatives of other organiza- 
tions. Marshall Foch, General 
Gouraud, M. Doumer and other 
French civil and military officials also 
were represented, The ceremony ended 
with the sounding of “taps.” 

Accompanied py Charge White- 
house and H. A. Gibbons, Commander 
Byrd proceeded early to the home of 
Mme. Nungesser. They carried a gift 
of a basket of flowers from Rodman 
Wanamaker. The mother of ihe fa- 
mous French flier embraced the Amer- 
ican airman and told him that during 
his flight she had piayed for him, just 
as she had for her cwn sop in bis 
tragic adventure.

Nights provided London with a re- 
markable pageant Monday when Kin 
Fuad arrived from Egypt for a three 
day visit with King George V. - 

Surrounded by 28 Nubian body 
guards; their black &kin glistening in 
the sunlight, Egypt's king rode with 
the British monarch to Buckingham 
palace. Each of King Fuad's guards- 
men was more than six feet tall. As 
the procession formed at Victoria sta- 
tion, five airplanes which had ac- 
companied the royal train-from Dover 
hummed overhead and provided a con- 
trasting picture of the old world and 
the new.

Tomatoes Prevent Pellagra. 


Dr. Joseph Goldberger, of the United 
States public health service, asserts 
that a liberal use of tomatoes in the 
diet, ei ‘er fresh tomato s or canned, 
will prevent pellagra. Dr. Goldber- 
ger’s studies of pellagra and its pre- 
vention have given us the greafér part 
of our knowledge of this disease. With 
Dr. G. A. Wheeler, another surgeon 
of the public health service, Goldber- 
ger | s recently reported upon a dem- 
onstration of the prevention of pella- 
gra by appropriate foods, which has 
been carried on for ten years in the

In order to determine the effect of 
tomatoes, a special test was begun in 
April, 1925. Patients in the sanita- 
rium were given 40 ounces of tomato 
juice (a high-grade commercial can- 
ned preduct), obtained by pressing 
through a cloth. This daily ration ot 
40 ounces of tomato was given divid- 
ed into three portions, taken as a bevy- 
erage with each of the three regular 
meals. Almost without exception the 
patients relished it. 


Twenty-one insane patients receiy- 
ing this tomato juice ration for a year 
developed no sign of pellagra, and 
the ordinary experience is that about 
half of such patients will show some 
sign of pellagra within six: months.

There are certain natural obligations a proper man cannot dodge. 
If he brings children into the world, he has no choice but to care for. 
them; here there is no argument. But many men, otherwise excellent’ 
members of society, deny that they are under obligation to the other 
man’s children. 

They overlook the quite obvious fact that a man is responsible for 
his influence. , 

A man who dislikes responsibility because it has somewhat the 
nature of a chain will say that young people have no right to use him 
a r ote but that is begging the question. The fact remaias -that 
they do. 

Human nature has made it one of the rules of the game that the 
young and those born to be followers shall take their cue from the 
mature and the self-reliant. 

It follows that the fact of maturity and self-reliance imposes on 
every man an obligation to provide or to be a proper influence. ' 

He may not like it, but the rule is established; and he must play 
by the rules to be a good sportsman. 

This does not mean that he must consciously “do good.” Most 
of those who try to do good contrive only to be meddlesome nuisances. 
What is more, many acts that are good in themselves result in evil, and 
many that are evil result in ultimate good. 

No man is wise enough to foresee the ever-widening influence and 
effect of his actions, and no man can be certain that his well-meant 
efforts to do good will do good in fact. 

This impossibility of knowing how his acts will eventuate relieves 
him of much responsibility, but it does not relieve him of the respon- 
sibility of doing his best. 

“Doing his best,” as all experience has shown, consists in doing 
nothing at all. 

Example beats precept, actions speak louder than words, practice 
is better than preaching. 

In other words, the good a man may do just by being decent and 
going calmly about his own affairs is greater than any good he might 
do by conscious effort. ‘ 

An example and an influence he is, whether he likes j 
is an obligation he cannot escape. 

But the good you do will result from your being what you are. If ; 
you aren’t right, all your charities, meddlings and naggings will fail to 


counterbalance the evil that results from your existence.

The advocates of the dry law, it was 
pointed out, say that it has decreased 
drunkenness, though admitting it does 
not work perfectly.

“My belief is that women want law,

Women have suffered because of the 
cornet saloon and its temptation io the 
workingman to spend his wages there. 
Saloons should have been abokshed 
long ago. Nobody wants them back, 
however pernicious their successor, 
the ‘speakeacies.’ 

“What we want is restriction of 
manufacture and sale of alcohol bever- 
ages, and their purity assured to the 
people. The effort toward this should 
be non-partisan, for it is too impor- 
tant to our future health and pros- 
perity to be in any way connected 
with personal gain. 

“I think it is both practical and fair 
to make wines, beers and liquors a 
little harl to get and a little expen- 
sive—by some such plan as they have 
in Canada, which I am told has work- 
ed an enormous benefit. 

“I think it would be well to pass 
another amendment to tke constitution 
'which would in effect repeal the eight- 
eenth, though others could proba 
detail a plan that ve better a 
more quickly Pp ne ‘ 
tion of a traffic which every unbiased — 
must see is at present a thing — 
and dishonor.” acy

z Britain Loses Ardor. 
-* What, it was asked, has become of 
all that touching British sentiment 
registered at the Washington arms 
conference in favor of the complete 
parity of the two great English speak- 
ing nations on the high seas? Was 
Britain bunking us, when, in her 
grandest manner, she relinquished the 
scepter of ruler of the wave? The 
most logical inference was that Britain 
was ardent for parity in 1921 when 
we had the greatest navy in the world 
built and builcing but had lost that 
ardor sitice we scrapped these new bat- 
teships and fell. far behind her in 
cruiser building. 
ereupon, Secretary Kellogg got 
busy. He cabled an inquiry to the 
British government, that. if not sharp 
‘in its tenor, possessed a tang of*sig- 
nificance. The British government 
was apprised of the desire of the 
American government. to know before 


the Geneva conference should proceed | 


farther, whether Great Britain intend- 
ed to sctap the principle of parity be- 
tween the United States and England 


in all classes of ships. There was just 
the suspicion of a hint that if. Britain 
intended to repudiat. the principle of 
parity it really would not be worth 
while to proceed with the Geneva 
conference. 

After meditating this inquiry for 24 
hours and apparently deciding that the 
jig was up, Britain replied that noth- 
mg was farther from her thoughts 
than a denial of parity to the United 
States in all classes of ships. London 
intimated, by way of explanation, that 
the British delegation at Geneva, in 
ignoring the parity principle, had act- 


ed without authority. 
Compromise Is Seen. 

While the American delegation has 
proposed a maximum cruiser tonnage 
limit for Great Britain and the United 
States ranging between 250,000 and 
300,000 tons each there is reason to 
believe that ‘the Coolidge administra- 
tion wouhd be willing to compromise 
at as high a figure as 400,000 tons. 
Britain is insisting upon a number of 
cruisers, the aggregate 
which would fall not far short of 

600,000 tons. We now have 125,000 
tons of cruisers built and building, and 
~ “gpa 330,000, 

he edna istration ‘unalterably 
tee to tricting ths yf of cruis- 
ers to 7,500 tons. Our navy does 
not contemplate building any more 
cruisers under 10,000 tons because 
with our lack of bases we require ships 
of a larger steaming radius than does 
Britain. 

How far short we are of the num- 
ber of cruisers we need for any ef- 
iective operations of the fleet is dis- 
closed by Admiral Edward W. Eberle, 
chief of naval operations. We have 
15 built and building. Admiral Eberle 
says we need not less than 40. 

Need of Cruisers. 

“In .regard to the ernisers for use 
in the fleet, laying 
the 5-5-3 ratio, the number of cruis- 
ers required in the United States navy 
is based upon the necessity for a 
properly constituted fleet, adequate 


Eberle. 

“Il have made a careful study of

Seattle, July 4-—(#)—The 10,000 
delegates and visitors attending the 
65th annual convention of the Na- 
tional Education association here to- 
day heard themselves referred to as 
the “master’ workmen” upon whose ef-

Dr. Henry Suzzallo, president emeri- 
tus of Washington, deplored the con:

“Edueation cannot -be declared free 
of partisan politics until the great 
national profession of edueaters and 
the public, which wnderstands the true 
relation .of public education to gove- 
ernment, has effectively turned its at- 
tention to the state control of higher 
schools and to the municipal control 
of common schools in some of our ‘arger 
cities,”” Dr, Suzzallo said.

‘Tunica, Miss, July 4.—(#)—Three 
alleged murderers, one of whom was 


arrested recently for a crime com- 
mitted 16 years aBO, were among fiv 
negro prisoners who escaped from jai 
here last midnight by tearing a bole 
in the flooring, dropping down to a 
coal bin and climbing through a 
window. 

Lucius Bowen, one of those who 
escaped, is alleged in an indictment 
returned against him 16 years ago, to 
have waylaid another negro and shot 
him off his horse. He left Tunica 
before being apprehended and has been 
in the north since, Sheriff William 
Nichols said. . 

Several months ago Sheriff Nichols 
said Bowen and his wife had a diffi- 
enlty and she told Cincinnati police 
of the charge against Bowen in 
Tunica. He was returned here to 
await trial.

right to a fair price for the product 
of their toil and that if it became 
necessary they would insist upon the 
political recognition of this moral 
right. : 

Basing his arguments upon the 
claim that there had never been a 
surplus of any agricultural product 
for more than five years in succes- 
sion, Mr. Ousley made a cogent plea 
for stabilization by governmental aid 
or otherwise. It must be admitted that 
those who heard him were much im- 
pressed by the logic of his address and 
it is possible that what he said is in 
a measure responsible for the steadi- 
ness shown by the market in the face 
of improving crop reports. 

For no candid minded student of 
the news that came from the cotton 
fields last week can deny that it in- 
dicated improvement. The weather was 
almost perfect. Some labored attempts 


to work up a boll weevil scare were 
diseernible in the staistics of “emerg- 
ence” published by those who have | 
become weevil specialists, but the 
barder headed members of the trade | 
have a deep-seated conviction that na- 
tnre has somehow immunized the cot- | 
ton plant to the weevil and much 
damage will have to be proved before 
this conviction is disturbed. 


Blight Disappears. | 


Numerous instances of autogeneous | 
immunization are to be found in the 
animal as well as the vegetable world. 
One of the most recent is the disap- 
pearance of the “chestnut blight” that 
was so epidemic in this part of the 
colntry some years ago. 

Few chestnut trees escaped and it 
was supposed that they had all been 
killed. But it now appears. that'| 
many of them survived and are en- 
abled to resist the blight by virtue’ 
of some newly acquired power to pro- 
teet themselves.

In the circumstances some _ crop 
killing would seem to be almost ne- 
cessary and while it would be unfair 
to say that the bulls would encourage 
murder they can probably be relied 
upon to create an illusion of “planti- 
cide” more than once during the next 
60 or 90 days.

AIRSHIP WRECKS 


CAUSES SURVEYED 


ALFRED P. RECK. 

Washington, July 4.—( United N ews.) 
Faulty airplanes cause about 11 per 
cent more crashes than those which 
can be blamed on the pilot, accord- 
ing to a survey conducted by Lieu- 
tenant C. R. Browa and submitted 
to Edward P. Warner, assistant sec- 
retary of the navy in charge of avia- 
tion. 

Brown’s figures cover a period of 
five years. For three more years he 
will probe into the causes of air ac- 
cidents in an endeavor to eliminate 
as many as humanly possibie from the 
science of aviation. 

The greater portion of the crashes 
in which the pilot can be blamed are 
caused by bad judgment, the survey 
shows, while engine failures are re- 


sponsible for the greatest number of | 


crashes due to the aircraft. 
Many Lack Experience. 

Inexperience caused the second 
greatest amount of accidents in fly- 
ing, Brown discovered. Carelessness 
was declared responsible for but slight- 
ly more than 3 per cent. 

Fire, the dread of all fliers, caused 
but 1.5 per cent of all accidents. 

Srown lists the causes of crashes 
as follows: 

Total for plot, 44.2 per cent; bad 
judgment, 22.7; carelessness, dis- 
regard of orders, 3.2; inexperience, 
15.2; miscellaneous, 1.1; total for air- 
craft, 55.8; engine failure, 16: struc- 
failure, 14.9; miscellaneous, 
18.0; fire, 1.5: unknown, 4.5. 

The engiroe failures Brown has di- 
vided into classes «s follows: 

Failure of gasoline system. 12 
cent; failure of cooling system, 
failure of lubricating system, 4; fail- 
ure of ignition system, 
mined, 12; miscellaneous. 11. 

In structural failure, the causes are 
listed as follows: 

Under-carriage, 19 per cent; 
6; propeller, 1; miscellaneous, 14. 
“From the records in the bureau, the 
number of crashes due,to any one re a- 
son is greatest in landing land planes,” 
Brown. told the United News, “But 
this is but slightly more than 
occurring in landing seaplanes. This 
fact is rather unusual when it is con- 
sidered with foreed landings it is ad- 
mittediy harder to get down in a lJand- 
plane.
